Under the new schedule, cal¬ 
endars recently issued and 
marked for individual informa¬ 
tion concerning collection dates 
of combustible refuse should be 
disregarded after Mar. 10. Print¬ 
ed instructions to replace them 
will be sent to residents in the 
near future. 

Advantages of the new sys¬ 
tem are centered about the fact 
that rubbish will be hauled 
away once a week, provided it 
is placed in suitable containers. 
If it is not placed in proper 
containers the city may reier 
to ordinance 460, passed Nov.

School Bond 
Asks $242,000 
In May 5 Vote 


The Sierra Madre City School 
Board of Trustees, at Tuesday 
night’s joint meeting with the 
Educational Research Commit¬ 
tee, set May 5 as the date for 
the $242,000 bond election. 

Amount of the bond covers 
the construction of an eight 
room unit on the proposed site 
at Canon and Highland av¬ 
enues. Included in the issue is 
cost of site, construction of 
building, site development, 
landscaping, and equipment. 

The new building will be the 
first of several units, which will 
eventually fill the needs of the 
total estimated school popula¬ 
tion of Sierra Madre. School 
population of a thousand is fig¬ 
ured on verified data, but does 
not include development of the 
foothill areas, which are even 
now under consideration by 
subdividers, 

School officials stated that 
the 8 1 ,4-acre site could be ob¬ 
tained for less than the cost 
of two acres adjacent to the 
school, with the added advan¬ 
tages of: holding the enroll¬ 
ment of each school to the 
maximum recommended for 
elementary schools; being close 
to a heavily populated area, 
and eliminating necessity of 
second bus; lowering costs for 
site development; buying suffi¬ 
cient acreage for school needs 
to probable saturation point. 

A recommendation from ERC, 
signed by Severin L. Sorenson, 
chairman, strongly urged the 
board to make immediate plans 
for a bond election to fill the 
housing needs of Sierra Madre 
school children. Research by 
ERC substantiated previous 
projected figures showing the 
need.

Mr. Thornton McCarthy of 
Mayfair drive gave a short

To Mrs. Margaret S. Thomp¬ 
son, 132 S. Hermosa, the death 
last month of the West’s last 
Union Army veteran, was a 
double loss. 

When she said a graveside 
farewell to a venerable old 
comrade, W. A. Magee of Van 
Nuys, age 106, commander and 
sole remaining member of Cali¬ 
fornia’s famous Stanton Post 
No. 55, Grand Army of the Re¬ 
public, she knew her work was 
done as special aide to that 
post. 

The post now ceases to exist 
as does Mrs. Thompson’s unique 
office, an appointive one cre¬ 
ated for her in 1934 and re¬ 
newed annually by the com¬ 
manders for the past 18 years. 

A quiet ceremony Feb. 15 in 
Patriotic Hall, Los Angeles, 
marked the demise of Stanton 
Post and, with it, the GAR. It 
now remains only for Mrs. 
Thompson to see to the appro¬ 
priate distribution to museums 
and other repositories for such 
mementoes, of the approxi¬ 
mately 81000 worth of paintings 
and equqipment belonging to 
the post. The post’s Bible, used 
since 1883, and the American 
flag, furled here for the last 
time, have been sent to Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. 

Daughter and widow of Civil 
War veterans, Mrs. Thompson 
expended more than ordinary 
interest in the devoted dis¬ 
charge of her duties which are 
outlined in a handsomely hand 
decorated and lettered ccrtifi 
cate presented to her. Mrs. 
Thompson had charge of locker 
and flags, preparing the room 
for meetings, arranging post 
funerals,making sick and shut- 
in calls and various other spe¬ 
cial duties designated by the 
current commander. 

According to the wording of 
her appointment certificate 
Mrs. Thompson was the only 
aide to a post of the GAR. 

Newspaper pictures of the 
late Magee, soon to be placed 
in what may be the last of the 
voluminous scrapbooks Mrs. 
Thompson has filled through 
the years, show the old gentle¬ 
man wearing a blouse which 
was Mrs. Thompson’s gift to 
him, decorated with gold dress 
uniform buttons which had 
been her husband’s. He also 
wears an elaborate badge, fash¬ 
ioned by Mrs. Thompson of rib¬ 
bon,a zircon diamond and seed 
pearls. This was one of many 
such badges Mrs. Thompson 
made for each veteran as he 
reached the age of 100 years.

Both combustible rubbish, “ 

meaning leaves, tree sections, 

and other vegetation cuttings, j 

and non-combustible rubbish, { 

meaning glass, tin cans, crock- 
ery and such, are on the once- 
a-week schedule—with limita¬ 
tions. 

Said limitations will be de¬ 
scribed in detail in forthcoming 
information by the city, but so 
far as quantities and sizes are 
concerned they are principally 
as follows: 

Garbage, collected twice a 
week and listed as residential 
or commercial, shall be from 
containers having a capacity of 
not less than three gallons or 
more than 16 gallons; 

Combustible rubbish, resi¬ 
dential, shall be placed in sub¬ 
stantial containers which shall B 
have a capacity of not greater ■ 
than one cubic yard, and which E 
shall not contain any such ma- I 
terials in excess of 50 pounds I 
in weight; branches and tree I 
trimmings shall be baled in I 
lengths of no more than four || 
feet and such bales shall weigh H 
under 50 pounds; suitable con¬ 
tainers shall be furnished pro¬ 
viding the tenant or owner re¬ 
quests such containers, with the 
charge for said containers col¬ 
lected by the contractor from 
the tenant or owner; 

Non-combustible rubbish, 
residential and commercial, J 
shall be placed in substantial Lj 
containers which shall have a 
total capacity not greater than 
two and one-half cubic feet and 
shall not contain any such ma¬ 
terials in excess of 100 pounds 
weight. 

Hi homes where yard rubbish 
overflows the weekly limita¬ 
tions, arrangements may be 
made with Avedesian for indi¬ 
vidual contracts.

A report of his more detailed 
address at the Field School 
meeting is as follows. 

“Other schools have been 
waiting longer for facilties,” he 
explained, adding, "but if the 
need here proves greater than 
needs elsewhere, they will be 
filled.” 

The purpose of the meeting 
was to acquaint voters with 
facts regarding the March 4 
bond election Dr MrCnmb told 
his audience, in effect, that he
